One of the rea- 
sons for this is that there is less 
liable to be fires started in the forest 
seclions of British Columbia where oil 
i Mr. Whyte alluded to the 
failure of a number of large locomo- 
tives Which are now in use. 

“Tt is not due. to the locomotives, 
said Mr, Whyte, “but to the faet that 
a fireman canont shovel enough coal 
to keep the engine: going over a divi- 
sion of say 139 miles. When we hire 
firemen for shovelling coal they are 
big husky fellows but when we want 
a fireman on a train where oi) is used 
the size does not matter but he must 
be possessed of a certain amount of 
intelligence, We need men - skil- 
ful enough to regulate the flow of oil 
according to the amount of — steam 
required,”

STRUCTURAL IRON 


RESULTS IN TIE-UP OF RAILROAD 
| BRIDGE WORK ON THREE 
LINES. 


| Railway building throughout the Ca- 
nadian west, on the three transcon- 
linental lines and branches, is being 
held back; at least two big bridges 
being bull! in and near Calgary 
are practically at a standstill; — the 
' Structures over which the Grand Trunk 
Pacifie and the Canadian Northern will 
}enter Calgary, stand a good chance of 
| not being built until considerably later 
in the season than intended by the 
companies; that many buildings and 
smaller contracts on which steel work- 
ers are required, are held up for want 
of mechanics to execute the work, and 
in numerous other ways the country at 
large jis suffering on account of the 
strike among the structural — steel 
workers, in which probably one thou- 
sand men walked out about three 
weeks ago, 

Practically all the Canadian compan- 
jes engaged in structural steel work 
are affected. Among others affected 
are: The Canadian Foundry company, 
the Canadian Bridge company, the Do- 
minion Bridge company, and the Algo- 
man Steel Bridge company, all of 
which concerns have very large and 
numerous contracts at present in the 
west, 

All the men employed on the big 
bridge where the Calgary branch of the 
Grand ‘Trunk crosses the Red Deer 
river, near Acme, are out on strike and 
work is alt a standstill. This bridge is 
one of the most important in the pro- 
vince, and should it be held back much 
longer the Calgary branch of the line 
will not reach here this fall, as the 
company’s track-laying machine is be- 
yond the structure, awaiting its com- 
pletion in order that it may proceed 
towards Calgary with the line of steel. 
The grading has been completed over 
the greater part of the distance, and 
the bed is ready for the track, The 
Canadian Bridge company have the 
contract for the above bridge. 

The Ganadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany and all the American concerns 
with contracts in the Canadian west 
ure said to have given in to the de- 
mands of the steel workers. 

There are 85 men on strike in the 
city of Calgary, and in the city of Win- 
nipeg, where there are many structural 
steel works being carried on, there are 
probably 150 out. Similar conditions 
prevail in all the cities of the west, 

The Canadian Pacifie Railway com- 
pany is not affected, and many of the 
men who have been out for some time 
have found employment with that in- 
stitution either on trestle work or. on 
steel work. With a great amount of 
wooden trestle work now being done in 
the wesl, none of the men are at a loss 


to find employment, adcording to the 
union officials. 
The Grand Trunk Pacifie and the 


Canadian Northern companies appear 
to be hardest hit. There are many big

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Cauncil Did Well 
In Appointing 
Commissioners 


In appointing two additional commissioners the city council 
took the only action open to it to bring the city out of tne difficulties 
into which Commissioner Bouillon by his heckling and bickering has 
been thrusting it. 

With the city in danger of having its water and light service 
crippled in the coming winter, with orders for machinery held up, 
with public works almost at a standstill through the obstruction of 
the commissioner, and with the city saddled by the courts with a 
long-drawn and entirely superfluous investigation, there was no 
way out for the council, it was to serve the requirements of the city, 
than to appoint enough commissioners to over-ride the Bouillon- 
Butchart deadlock. 

That Mr. Bouillon’s heckling has been senseless, profitless and 
aggravating beyond all patience there have been a thousand in- 
stances to prove. That he has been inspired by wild anxiety to 


opinion against the council has been evident to all who have followed 
his methods. And that the impasse into which his uncurbed desire 
to fight the council has brought the affairs of the city promised 
certain disaster was a fear which was by no means lacking in promise 
of fulfilment. 

It may as well be candidly acknowledged here, and it undoubt- 
edly is acknowldeged by those members of the council with whom ; 
he has waged his most aggravating fight, that Mr. Bouillon has 
ability of a certain order, but developments have shown that in his |} 
egotistical desire to hog the spotlight he is willing to let the city in 
for a constant turmoil which could not fail to cost severely in money 
and in dignity. 

Possibly a partial explanation of this frame of mind may be 
found in the fact.that Mr. Bouillon is not and never has been essen- 
tially an Edmonton man. Coming to this city from a larger centre 
whence he had just emerged from a similar struggle in a larger 
area, naturally endowed with the taste for the spectacular and with 
the desire for political conflict seething in every fibre, it is not as- 
tonishing that he should have fallen into the error that he could 
tower as a giant in a sea of mediocrity, that here among Edmon- 
tonians untutored in cute and cunning methods of the American 
politician he could make those about him look like monkeys in a 
menagerie; that this was his great chance to break permanently 
into the limelight and get his name emblazoned in the hall of fame. 

To a community such as Edmonton, with its involved interests 
and its millions in utilities, acrimony and recrimination where there 
should be harmony and co-operation is a positive menace. The 
city cannot afford to take the chance. 

The council did well to appoint the two additional commis- 
sioners, aiid it did well to appoint men whose interests in the city 
and whose identification with the city’s growth are a guarantee of 
their desire to promote the best interests of the city. It is to be 
hoped that they will be guided by calm judgment and common 
sense and that they will not allow the grass to grow under their feet 
in making up the lost time. 


Manicipal Gas 
Has First Call 
On the Ratepayers 


The reception given the municipal gas project at the council 
committee yesterday afternoon is practically a guarantee that the 
ratepayers will have an opportunity to vote for or against a munici- 
pal gas project before they will be called upon to reject a franchise 
proposition.

At the adjourued meeting of the j 
council last evening D. R. Fraser and 


S. W. Candy were ‘appointed conunis- 
ssuners of the erty at a salary of 5200 
each per month and on the understand- 
ing thal they are to enter the ser- 
vice of the ¢ity immediately, Aldermen 
Melnnis, Lundy and Gowan submitted 
a report recommending that the above 
mentioned gentlemen be employed eas 
comimisisoners while Alderman McKin- 
ley opposed the measure, bringing in a 
minority report. 

In his report Alderman Mekinley 
cave several reasons for opposing the 
appointment of any more commission- 


ers, the chief of them being that no 
eause had been shown for the ap- 
pointment, that the present commis- 


sioners were not overworked and had 
never been asked that they should be 
given assistance, and also that when 
Vis scussi the question the special 


| committe ® gaye no reasons for the ap- 
| pointment. 
The report ef the committee was 


adopted, however, bul before a motion 
to Yormally appoint two new commis- 
sioners was put Alderman Lundy an- 
nounced thal he wanted to go on re- 
cord having reasons for voting in 
favor increasing the — commission 
board. In the past, although the 
couneil had not purchased any machin- 
ery they always got the blame when 
anything went wrong. The commis- 
sioners purehased all machinery but 
they did nol represent the people and 
it was to the eouncil that the rate- 
payers looked for redress iv case there 
was a shortage of light or power, 

The alderman then went on to re- 
cite the facets in connection with the 
recent fleht between the cenmmission- 
ers and council with respect to the 
purchase of power machinery., Com- 
missioner Bouillon had insisted) that a 
1200 K.W. machine be purchased in 
the face of the objections of five sup- 
erintendents and ex-superintendents of 
the power plant who had all stated in 
their reports that nothing less'than a 
2000 K.W. machine be installed, — For 
this reason alone he thought that it 
was advisable to have more cbmmis- 
sioner, Then they could take jup the 
question as a body, decide on the type 
of machinery needed and buy if. Un- 
der existing conditions the purchase of 
a plant would be put off so long that 
was bound to be a shortage of 
power next fall and winter, 

Mayor Armstrong then left the ehair 
and explained the entire — situation, 
pointing out that the machinery! for the 
power plant must be ordered at once, 
The commissioners had called for ten- 
ders on a 2000 KW, mae hine jor two 
1000 K.W, machines.
